.rith the President that day, He stated that the President 
had made it clear thai: while public release of the memorandum 
was a matter for my own judgment, the* President 1 s view was 
that its" release at that time might be harmful and might 
adversely affect the troop removal problem. 


Although I did not wholly agree with this reasoning, I felt 
that I should defer to the President's view and have refrained 
from public discussio: of my recommendations. However, now 
chat some Soviet military personnel apparently have been 


withdrawn, I know o.

tions and do plan to discuss them publicly in the near future.
